Holly is beautiful the year around, but in the winter when other evergreens become drab 
and brownish it is the one plant in your garden that sparkles. The leaves are deep, dark 
green and the brilliant red of the berries really stands out against this background. Guests 
coming to your home cannot pass a berried Holly tree without noticing it. If you are to have 
berries on your female Holly, you must have a pollinating male companion. The distance 
apart they are planted is not important, except they should be in the same general area. 

Folks take these fine Bosley Hollies for granted, but years of study and testing have gone 
into proving our named varieties. Asexual propagation assures your getting the true-to-type 
forms which are proved for extreme hardiness, leaf color, berrying, etc. 

Do not confuse the so-called Oregon grape holly, which has holly-like leaves, yellow blos- 
soms and blue fruit, with the true American Holly. American Holly is a real aristocrat by 
comparison. 

Holly can be used any place in your garden where you would plant a pyramidal evergreen, 
but I would especially recommend planting them by your front door or any location where 


they may be seen from your windows.
